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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-27 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record fails to teach or fairly suggests a wireless digital telecommunications 
system which comprises a terminal and a main transmitter which transfer broadcast 
services to the terminal in a multiplexed frame format at one frequency, the system also 
comprising an auxiliary transmitter which is synchronized with the main transmitter and 
sends broadcast service to the terminal in a predetermined time slot of the main 
transmitter's multiplex frame. The time slot intended for the auxiliary transmitter's 
multiplex frame. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

(US 5,530,693) Averbuch et al discloses a packet communication system that 
includes a packet data routing network and a plurality of base sites employs a method 
and apparatus for performing handoff in a packet data communication system. 

(US 6,647,264 B1 ) Sasamoto discloses a mobile communication system and 
method for transmission of connectionless packets.
